business houses buy them and organize 
with them special libraries of information 
on their special interests. 

There are many little-known “museums” 
in business houses. They often constitute an 
important advertising feature by furnishing 
an object lesson in the various steps in the 
manufacture of an article or a series of ex- 
hibits of steps in the carrying on of a business. 
There are a few large museums dedicated 
entirely to business interests. The Phila- 
delphia Commercial Museum is the most 
notable example in this country. 

Those who administer the affairs of large 
cities are showing their appreciation of the 
value to a city of easily accessible business 
information by adding to their free public 
library systems business branch libraries 
like those in Newark, Syracuse, Indianapo- 
lis, St. Paul, and others. 

The Newark Library and Museum are 
demonstrating the variety and value of the 
resources of library and museum for business 
men by an “Exhibition of the Republic of 
Colombia.” Beginning about May 30 and 
continuing to October 1, with an interrup- 
tion of the two vacation months, July and 
August, will be shown in the library building 
samples of Colombia’s products and of articles 
she exports and imports; charts and notes on 
conditions of South American trade; maps, 
political, commercial, geographical, and agri- 
cultural; pictures of buildings, city streets, 
factories, railway stations, docks, school- 
houses, plantations, etc.; books, newspapers, 
and periodicals, all illustrating Colombian 
resources and the possibilities of develop- 
ment by American capital. 

Additions to the display will be received 
and installed from time to time. Interesting 
examples of the art of the common people, 
—home weaving, basket making, pottery, 
metal work, wood carving, etc., both ancient 
and modern—are already coming in from 
many sources. 

Requests have been received from other 
cities to borrow and show the exhibit, and 
it is probable that a traveling exhibit will be 
made up, from such material as is available for 
the purpose, to travel in the fall and winter. 

This exhibition is prepared as a practical 
demonstration of the use of library and 
museum to the business man. One of its 
features will be exhibits prepared by Newark 
manufacturers of articles exported from 
Newark to Colombia, one exhibit to be 
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installed at a time in the Business Branch 
and credited to the manufacturer. 

The Newark Business Branch acts as a 
bureau of information to the business men of 
Newark and nearby cities. Its collection of 
325 city and 250 trade directories is used by 
about 200 people each day. The smaller 
towns and cities in the United States are 
covered by about 1,000 telephone books; 
cities of other countries by international and 
national business directories and city direc- 
tories of the largest cities. Frequent calls 
by telephone are received from business 
offices for addresses in other cities, for names 
of business houses, for manufacturers of 
specific articles. City and state directories 
are arranged in alphabetic order by locality. 


The 250 trade directories covering import- 
ant industries are arranged by name of indus- 
try — pianos, hardware, automobiles, etc. 
These also are used by business men in mak- 
ing mailing lists, and a typewriter, placed 
at the branch through the courtesy of the 
L. C. Smith Brothers Typewriter Company, 
is in constant use for this work. 


The ease with which business men have 
learned to use the material at the branch is 
shown by the frequency with which a man 
comes in, pulls down a directory for an 
address, walks straight to the maps, finds 
the one he needs, examines it, and leaves at 
once without asking any assistance. 

The maps most frequently used, those of 
Newark and nearby cities, are hung from a 
platform near the directory collection. On 
the handles by which they are drawn down, 
the names of the map are plainly indicated. 
Maps of counties near Newark, on a scale 
large enough to show streets and street 
names of all towns in the county, were made 
at the suggestion of the library by a local 
map maker. 

Telephone calls come frequently: What 
car should I take to No. 1 Railroad Place, 
East Orange? How do I get to 240 Palisade 
Avenue, Jersey City? Is it nearer to go by 
train or by trolley? What railroad and how 
much fare to this or that place? Which of 
two roads is the better one to take? Is it 
possible to go by water, or is there a ferry 
between certain points? To answer these 
questions many maps are needed, as well as 
railroad guide books, such as Bullinger, the 
Official Railroad Guide, and latest automo- 
bile guide books. The 3,500 maps are filed 
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vertically as the method most economical 
of space. 

Business men want information about 
other cities to which they are going as sales- 
men, or because they are planning to invest 
money in one of them, or to foreclose a 
mortgage, or to take a new position. They 
need as full information as possible about 
business conditions in these cities and find 
it in the 3,000 pamphlets and city and state 
reports. Industrial reports of states, reports 
of State Chambers of Commerce, year books 
of Boards of Trade, and other pamphlet 
material issued by Boards of Trade, banks, 
railroads, etc., are some of the sources of 
information. "They are arranged by states 
and cities, and kept in order by the “color 
and position”’ filing method. 

Many articles are clipped from business 
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and trade papers which are not included in any 
index. The important business periodicals 
indexed in Business Digest, Public Affairs In- 
formation Service, and Industrial Arts Index 
are kept for reference for a limited time. 

Information that would be found in a 
broker’s office about stocks and bonds is 
received daily. 

The demand for current information, 
not even a day old, is met by the vertical 
information file of clippings, leaflets, small 
pamphlets, etc., which is kept within bounds 
by a semi-automatic system of weeding; 
by cards bearing items of current affairs filed 
in the card catalogue and removed at regular 
intervals as indicated by numbered tabs 
extending beyond the top edge of the card; 
and by other like devices for making accessi- 
ble temporary business news of the moment.

OUR FRONTISPIECE 


Dr. Herbert Putnam, librarian of Congress 
and director-general of the A. L. A. library 
war service, is too well known to the libra- 
rians of the country to need an introduction. 
We are especially fortunate in having his per- 
mission to use his picture in this the first issue 
of the BULLETIN under the new ownership. 

Dr. Putnam has for many years stood in 
the forefront of the library profession, and 
from his position in Washington rendered 
most valuable service to the advancement of 
libraries and of librarianship. 

He was graduated from Harvard Univer- 
sity in 1883, and later admitted to the bar. 
He was librarian of the Minneapolis Athe- 
naeum and public library from 1884 to 1891, 
leaving that position to practice law in Bos- 
ton. But the library profession could not 
allow him to forsake his true calling, and he 
was elected librarian of the Boston Public 
Library in 1895, where in five years he greatly 
developed the resources of that great col- 
lection of books, and adapted the new build- 
ing to the better administration of its work.

= has since that time served not only 

ashington but the entire country in the 
advancement of learning through the use of 
books in libraries.

In fact one cannot tell whether it is an index 
to volume one or to volume two without looking 
up a reference in it.
